During  the  service  it  was  point- 
ed out  that  the  known  history  of 
the  Miller  family  is  a  long  one. 

It  was  in  1709  that  Martin  Mil- 
ler came  from  Germany  to  Ireland. 
Two  sons,  Garrett  and  Peter,  came 
to  America  in  1772.  Garrett  Miller, 
the  ancestor  of  the  Miller  families 
in  this  area,  settled  in  Camden 
N.Y.,  v;here  he  married  Elizabeth 
Switzer. 

Later  he  took  part  on  the  side 
of  the  Loyalists  and  was  taken 
prisoner  in  1777.  After  two  years 
he  escaped  and  joined  his  wife  and 
children,  who  had  gone  to  live 
with  his  brother,  Peter,  at  Sorel 
in  Canada. 

In  1796  Garrett  Miller  and  his 
family  moved  to  this  area  and  set- 


tled near  Varty  Lake.  Later  he 
moved  to  the  seventh  concession, 
Ernesto'wn,  where  some  of  his  des- 
cendants now  live.  He  died  in  1823 
I  and  is  believed  buried  in  the  old 
Switzerville  cemetery. 
j  He  left  his  lands,  including  about 
1,200  acres,  to  his  four  sons,  Peter, 
William,    Garrett    and    John. 

William  lived  on  the  seventh 
concession  until  he  retired  and 
moved  to  Newburgh  with  his  old- 
est son,  Cephas,  who  had  a  farm 
of  300  acres  not  far  from  the  pres- 
ent United   Church. 

It  was  for  this  Cephas,  grand- 
father of  Miss  Mabel  Miller,  that 
the  plaque  was  set  up. 

On  Sunday  Miss  Miller  was  ac- 
companied by  her  sister,  Mrs.  Ber- 
kley. 

The  names  of  those  who  owe 
their  ancestry  to  Garrett  Miller, 
U.E.L.,  are  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion. Down  through  the  years,  like 
their  illustrious  ancestor,  they  have 
made  a  great  contribution  to  the 
religious,  social  and  political  life 
of  the  community  in  which  they 
live. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  there 
are  descendants  of  Garrett  Miller 
in  the  United  Church  at  Switzer- 
ville   to-day.

Family  Finds  Rathbun  Door  In  Renovating  Morven  Home 


While  renovating  and 
restoring  an  125-year-old  house, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Norman  Wilson, 
found  at  least  two  of  the  best 
doors  were  made  by  the  famous 
Rathbun  Co.  of  Deseronto. 

While  sanding  down  the 
doors,  Mrs.  Wilson  found  an 
inscription  which  said  they  were 
made  by  H.B.  Rathbun  of  Mill 
Point,  which  was  later 
Deseronto.  They  were  made 
between  1874,  for  that  was 
when  Rathbun  began  his  sash 
and  door  factory,  and  before 
1883,  when  the  company 
changed  its  name  to  Rathbun 
Co. 

The  Wilson  home  is  of  stone 


covered  with  stucco  which  the 
Wilsons  intended  to  remove  but 
Mr.  Wilson  fell  from  a  roof 
inside  the  building  while 
working  on  it  on  Dec.  27, 1971, 
striking  his  spinal  column  on  a 
beam,  and  he  is  confined  to  a 
wheelchair. 

The  Wilsons  sold  their  home 
at  Bath  and  moved  to  the  farm 
they  now  occupy  on  No.  2 
Highway  after  selling  their 
property  at  Bath  to  Canada 
Cement.  The  house  they  moved 
into,  which  was  at  one  time  in 
the  hand  of  Wilson  family 
connections,  was  built  about 
1850  on  land  deeded  to  Henry 
McGuinn  by  King  George  HI  in 


1803.  It  is  believed  an  addition 
was  built  about  1875  and  it  was 
then  that  the  doors  and 
woodwork  throughout  the 
whole  house  was  put  in. 

The  Wilsons  have  many 
souvenirs  of  a  family  nature, 
including  a  chest  of  drawners 
made  from  boat  timbers  by  one 
of  Mrs.  Wilson's  ancestors  on  the 
Finkle  side  of  the  family,  and  a 
tool  chest  made  by  Mr.  Wilson's 
grandfather  when  he  worked  for 
Rathbun.  They  also  have  the 
original  deed  for  the  property 
and  Royal  Seal  in  excellent 
condition. 

The  Rathbun  Co.  was 
involved     in     lumbering. 


railroading  and  manufacturing  in 
the  19th  Century  but  the 
company  began  to  decline  with 
the  death  of  Edward  Rathbun 
and  the  depletion  of  timber 
limits  and  surrendered  its  charter 
in  1923.  Its  sash  and  door 
factory  was  located  about  where 
Metcalfe  Foods  now  stands.

Distinguished  Doctor  Born  at  Bath 


Born  at  Bath  village  in  1921, 
Howard  Shibley  Sexsmith  who 
died  recently  in  California,  was 
buried  last  weekend  in  Catar- 
aqui  Cemetery. 

Distinguished  in  the  field  of 
medicine.  Dr.  Sexsmith  was 
educated  at  Bath  Public  School, 
Bath  Continuation  School,  Kings- 
ton Collegiate  and  Vocational 
Institute,  Queen's  University  and 
Royal  Military  College. 

After  studying  two  years  at 
RMC,  he  served  several  years 
in  the  Royal  Canadian  Artillery 
Service  in  Canada,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Italy  and  Europe.  In 
1945,  Dr.  Sexsmith  returned  to 
his  studies  during  the  Michael- 
mas term  in  medicine  at  Oxford 
University  Balliol  College. 

He  then  returned  to  Queen's 
University  where  he  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
1949  and  degrees  as  doctor  ot 
medicine  and  master  of  surgery 
in  1952. 

While    at    Queen's,    he    was 


president  of  the  class  in  1948, 
president  of  the  Aesculapian 
Society  in  1950  and  received  the 
Tricolor  Award  in  1951. 

Then  followed  a  distinguished 
career  in  psychiatry  leading  to 
his  certification  as  a  specialist 
in  psychiatry  by  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Canada. 

Teaching  experience  was 
gained  at  two  Canadian  univer- 
sities, McGill  and  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  as  well  as 
in  the  states  of  Oregon  and 
Florida. 

Dr.  Sexsmith  then  turned  to 
research  in  mental  diseases. 
Among  other  research  projects, 
he  was  a  member  of  a  research 
team  during  an  Oregon  study 
about  rehabilitating  mental 
patients. 

Surviving  are  his  wife  the 
former  Donna  Geraldine  Young, 
and  a  son,  David. 

Dr.  Sexsmith  was  the  son  of 
Ralph  and  Gladys  Sexsmith.  He 


died  in  his  41st  year.
